I have just been writing to Mr, Frost with reference to the Ottober 5 
upeting, in which I think we shall have fifteen or twefity men, I vennot do better 
than juet quote what I wrote to him; do you agrée with what I have written?

Professor Pamsay then goes on to suggest that the only thue bond between the East 
and the Vest will be: found in a commen acceptance of Christianity, That is one 
of the great. thoughts in Professor Seelye’s "Expansion of Wheland," in the 
section om india, And 3% is one of the great thoughts in Meredith Townsend's 
"Asie and Murope,/ which deals , bevause of ir. Townsend'’s long residence in India, 
largely with the relations of the Vest to the Rast as illustrated in India, 
Profeasor Sealye's outlook ig hopeful, end “ir. townsend's gloomy, It is @ Line 
of thought which it is fascinating to follow, and which furnishes, aS it seems to 
me, one of the missionary argurants bast adapted te appeal to the mind of our day. 
This new and comleter alliance between Japan and Great Britain just comsummated, 
which binds them tegether in tha closest way, Teads one to think very carefully 
over this great problem, There can be no real union between Great Britain and 
Japan except as they come te share the same ideals, mot a social institution and 
political principle alone, There never yet fias heen a great welding of mations 
without the fusing element of a conmom religious faith. and { like to think of 
our enterprise as constituting in this way the mst vital and essential movement 
in the world - a mvoment. indispensable to the fulfilment by the seeular movement 
of its ends to the realization of any commercial brotherhood or "parliament of 
man," It is true that the neisy movements of the world ignere or sneer at us, 
but we know that we are doing the real work, and that sli these other movements.

modified by their experiences and the nesessities of their work, I mew very 
well the Mr, a. G, domes, who was the English Baptist to whom you refer; he was 
one of my beet friends im Chim, and I heve often talked with himabeaut his book, 
He was a man of rugged strength who had noi had a teehdecal theological course 
in England, and he took ap with the mre freelam, accardingly, the pwblem of 
theological eostruetion for the Chinese Church.

Your father spoke of the high-minded and true-hearted 
spirit in which you ‘had alwavs done and were doing your work ss a representative 
of the ..merican people and government in the Philippines, And he spoke of his 
strong desire, which he hes doubtless often expreasad to you, that if the way 
were opened Por some directly active Christian work, though not in mies jonary 
service, that, yor might enter it, = In wri ting to your father, thanking him for 
his letter, I told him I was gaing to ask Dr, Rodgers, one of our missionaries in 
Nanila, to make nour qequeimtance after he returns from furlough, although IL think 
it is more than likely that vou and he ars already acyusinted, And probably you 
also know Dr, Rossiter and Mr, Hillis, and may be taking an active part either in 
the Presbyterian church or some othar of the American Churches in the City, 

I have bsan very meh interested tha lst year or two in the very 
question which I suppose has often octupled your mind, as to what is the duty of 
& Christian man in the Rast, who is not formally connected with missionary Work, 
and who yet wishes to tontribute hia influence to the spread of Christian principle 
and Christian faith, I have been &tudying the lives of men like Jom Lawrence and 
Donald I'eLeod of Indias $, Wella Williams of China; and of Chinese Gordan, who 
belonged pretty mich everywhares and have wished a I read these lives, that every 
tan who went, out from the West to the Rast to serve government or to follow trade, 
might be as fearless in his Chrigtian principles and as bold in their support ae 
these men were, Tf you have nevar read Chinese Gordon's Letters to His Sister, 
I think you vould enjoy the book, These letters show the eccantric theological 
opinions of the man, but they reveal alao his prefound religious nature, Taken 
in connection with such « Life as Sir William Butler's "Gordon," they show some- 
thing of the seeret of his unsurpassdd hold upon the men and races with whom he. 
cane im contact, and they give soma evidence of what men could do with oppertuni- 
ties like yours if they took them up in the spirit of Gordon, - There is another 
book that would help a man in the eam way, I mean George Smith's “Twelve Indian 
Statesmen," in which he writes briefly tha biography ef men like Lawrence and 
MeLeod and other out-spoken @Qhristian men, Who constituted the strength of British 
rule in India,
